'Councilman Harry. E. Boynton was 


the next speaker. Mr. Boynton has 
probably done more for the city in the 
last .five years than any individual, 
and he has 
been responsible for 


Straightening out the finances of the 
city, until they are today a model 
system, 
Jlr. Boynton spoke on the 


financial condition of the city in 1505 
and as they are today, and told where 
the reduction had been, made in.the 
city debt and at.tho same time low- 
ering the' taxes. He spoke of the 
outlook of the future reduction and 
was confident that the board of pub- 
lic works would materially assist.

next speaker, and he reviewed the 
work of the past year' .and told of 


what'he hoped would be done In tho 
futurov

Its relation to the Washington conven- 
tions have been at all times conserva- 
tive and have avoided, so far as possi- 
ble, any semblance of Interference, al- 
though it is very apparent that the 
considerations of geographic proximity 
to the canal zone and of (he very sub- 
litantlal American- interests in Central' 
America give to the United States a 
special position in the zone of these 
republics and the Caribbean sea. 


I need not rehearse here the patient 


efforts of this government to promote 
peace and welfare among these re- 
publics, efforts which are fully appro 
elated by the majority of them who 
are loyal to1 their true Interests. • It 
would be no less unnecessary to re- 
liearse: here the sad tale of .unspeak- 
able barbarities and oppression' alleged 
to have been committed by the Xelaya 
government. 
Recently two Americans 


were put lo death by order of Presi- 
dent Kclayu himself.

cers in the organized forces of a rev- 
olution which had contiuiied many 
weeks and • was lu control of about 
half of the republic, and as such, ac- 
cording to tnc modern enlightened 
practice of civilized nations, they were 
entitled to lie dealt with as prisoners 
of war.

Our traditional relations with tbe 


Japanese empire continue cordial, us 
usual. The .arrangement of 1008 for 
a co-operative control of the coming 
of laborers to tho United States has 
proved to work satisfactorily. 
The 


matter of a revision of tho exlstiug 
treaty between the United States and 
Japan which is terminable in 1912 is 
already receiving the study of both 
countries. 


The Department of State. 


I earnestly recommend to;the favor- 


able action of the congress the esti- 
mates submitted by the department of 
state and most especially the legisla- 
tion suggested in the secretary of 
state's letter of tills date whereby it 
will be possible to develop and make 
permanent Ihe reorganization of tlie 
department upon modern liuqs in a 
manner to make it a thoroughly ef- 
flcient instrument in tho furtherance 
of our foreign trade and of American 
interests abroad. 


Under a provision of tbe act of Aug. 
1909, I have appointed three ^officials 


to assist the officers of tlie government 
iu collecting information necessary to 
u wise administration of the tariff act 
of Aug. 6, 1009. As to qiiesiious of 
customs administration they are co- 
operating wltb tlie officials of the 
treasury department and as to maticn 
of the needs and the exigencies of oui 
manufacturers and exporters with ihi 
department of commerce and labor in 
its relation to the domestic aspect of 
the subject of foreign commerce. 


As a cousequeuco of section 2 of the 


tariff act of Aug. 5, 1909, it becomes Hie 
duty of the secretary of state to con- 
duct as diplomatic business all the 
negotiations necessary to place him In 
;i position to advise me as to whether 
or not a particular country unduly dis- 
criminates against the United Stales 
in the sense of the statute referred to. 
Government Expenditures and Rev 


enues. 


Perhaps the most important ques- 


.ion presented to tills administration 
Is that of economy in expenditures and 
sufficiency of revenue. 


The report of the secretary shows 


.bat the ordinary expenditures for Ihe 
current tiscal year ending June 80, 
1910. 
will exceed the estimated 
re- 


ceipts by $3-9.u75,U20. If to this delicti 
ire added the sum to be disbursed for 
he Panama canal, amounting to SliS,- 
000,000, and 31,000,000 to be paid on 
the public debt, the dcHcit of ordinary 
receipts and expenditures will bo in- 
creased to a total deficit of $73.075,(ii!0. 
This deficit the secretary proposes to 
meet by tho proceeds of bonds issued 
to pay the cost of constructing the 
Panama canal. 
I approve this pro- 


posal. 


The Panama Canal. 


The policy of .paying for the con- 


struction of the Panama canal not 
out of current revenue, but by bond 
issue, was adopted in the Spooner act 
of 1902, and there seems to be no good 
reason for departing tjrorn the princi- 
pie by -which a part at least of the 
burden of the cost of tho canal shall 
fall upon our posterity, who are to 
enjoy it, and there is all the more rea- 
son for this view because the actual 
cost to date of the canal, which Is now 
half done and which will be completed 
Jaii. 1, 101C, shows that the cost of 
engineering and .construction will bo 
$297,706,000 instead of $139,705.200. as 
originally estimated. 
In addition to 


engineering and construction, the oth- 
er expenses, including sanitation aiid 
government and the amount paid for 
tho properties, the franchise and the 
privilege of building the canal,.in- 
crease the cost by ?75,43D,000 to a 
total of ?376,201,000. The increase In 
tho cost of engineering ami construc- 
tion Is due to a substantial enlarge- 
ment of tho plan of construction by 
widening llio canal 300 feet in the Cu- 
Icbra cut ana by Increasing the di- 
mensions of the locks, to the under- 
estimate of the.quantity of the -work 
to bo done under the original plan and 
to an •underestimate of tho cost, of la- 
bor anil-materials, both of which have 
greatly enhanced In price since the 
original estimate: was made; 


Government Economy. 


In order to avoid a deficit for the 


ensuing fiscal year I directed the 
heads of departments In the prepara- 
tion of their estimates to make thorn 
as low as possible consistent with 1m- 
01 poratlvo governmental necessity. Tho

The'object of Uie 
Investigation is to devise means to In- 
crease the overage ofilclciicy of each 
employee. There is great room for Im- 
provement toward this end, not only 
by the reorganization of bureaus an 
departments and in the avoidance o 
duplication, bul also In tho Irealmoii 
of the Individual employee. 


Under the present system It constant 


ly happens that two employees recclv 
Ihe same salary when the work of on 
Is far more dllficult and important am 
exacting than that of the other.

perior ability is not rewarded or en 
couraged. 


Civil Pensions. 


As the degree of eillclency in all th 


departments is much lessened by tile re 
tentiou of old employees who have out 
lived their energy and usefulness 1 
is indispensable to any proper syslen 
of economy lhat provision be made s 
that their separation from the servlc 
shall be easy and inevitable. It is Im 
possible to make such provision miles 
there Is.adopted a plan of civil pen 
slons.

of the United States, but that the dis- 
criminations found shall be undue- 
:hat is. without good and fair reason. 
No one is seeking a tariff war or a con- 
dition in which the spirit of retaliation 
shall bo aroused. 


Tariff Readjustment. 


The new tariff law enables me to ap 


joint si tariff board to'.assist me In con- 
lection with the department of stale iu 
he administration of tho minimum and 
naxlmiim clause-ot the act aud also to 
assist officers of tho government in the 
administration of tbe entire law.

War: Department. 


In the Interest-of Immediate econ- 


omy 1 have reqnii'ed a reduction in

tho corresponding estimates for last 
year. This could be accomplished only 
by cutting off now projects and sus- 
pending for the period of one year all 
progress In military mutters. For the 
same reason 1 imvo directed Ihr.t the 
army Khali not be recruited up to 113 
present authorized strength. 
These 


measures can hardly bo mure than 
temporary, for I am sure that the in- 
terests of -tho military establishment 
are seriously In need of careful con- 
sideration by congress. 


The secretary of war calls attention 


to a number of needed changes lu tho 
nrmy, In all of which 1 concur, but the 
point upon which I place most em- 
phasis is the need for an elimination 
bill providing a method by which Ihe 
merits of otlicors shall have some ef- 
fect upon their advancement and by 
which the advancement of all may be 
ncceleratod by the etl'ccllve elimination 
of a definite proportion of Ihe least 
ellieiciiL 


The military and naval joint board 


have unanluionsly agreed that it would 
be unwise to make the largo expendi- 
Iiire.s wblch al one limp were contem- 
plated in the establishment of a naval 
base nnd station in the i'hlllppine Is- 
lands and have expressed llielr Judg- 
ment, in which 1 fully concur. In fa- 
vor of making an extensive naval base 
at Pear] Harbor, near Honolulu, and 
not in ihc Philippines. 


Tho Navy, 


Tho return of the battleship fleet 


from Its voyage around thu world In 
more efficient condition lhau when It 
started was a noteworthy event of In- 
terest alike to our citizens and the 
naval authorities of thu world. Tho 
marked success of the ships iu steam- 
lug around the world iu nil weathers 
ou schedule time lias Increased respect 
for our navy aud has added to our na- 
tional prestige. 


U is a regrettable fact that the 


higher officers are old for the respon- 
sibilities of the modern navy, and the 
admirals do not arrive at flag rank 
young enough to obtain adequate tralu- 
Itig iu their duties as flag officers. 


Owing to the necessity for economy 


In expenditures, 1 have directed the 
curtailment' of recommendations for 
naval appropriations so lhat they are 
thirty-night millions less than Hie cor- 
responding estimates of last year, and 
tho request for new naval construction 
Is limited to two first class battleships 
and one repair vessel. 


The secretary of the navy has inau- 


gurated a tentative plan Involving cer- 
tain changes in the organization of the 
navy department, including the navy 
yards, all of which have been found 
by thu attorney general to bo In ac- 
cordance with law. 
1 havo approved 


tho execution of tlio plan proposed lie- 
cause of the greater efficiency and 
economy it promises. • 


Department of Justice— Expedition In 


Legal Procedure. 


The deplorable delays In tho admin- 


istration of civil and criminal law havo 
received the attention of committees of 
the American Bur assoclallou and of 
many slate bar associations as well as 
(he considered thought of judges and 
jurists. In my judgment, n change In 
public procedure, with a view to re- 
ducing Us expense to private litigants 
lu civil cases and facilitating Ihe dis- 
patch of business and final decision In 
both civil and criminal cases, consti- 
tutes the greatest need in oiir Ameri- 
can institutions. 
1 do not doubt for 


one moment Ihiil much of»the lawless 
violeuce and cruelty exhibited in lynch- 
lugs arc directly due to the uncertain- 
ties and injustice growing out of the 
delays In trials, judgments and Uie. exe- 
cutions thereof by our courts. 


1 therefore recommend legislation 


providing for the appointment by the 
president of a commission wilb author- 
ity to examine the law and equity 
procedure of the federal courts of first 
Instance, the law of appeals from 
those courts to the courts of appeals 
and to the supreme court and the costs 
imposed in such procedure upon the 
private litigants and upon Uie public 
rcasury and make recommendation 
with a view to simplifying and ex- 
pediting the procedure as far as pos- 
sible aud making it as Inexpensive as 
may be to (he litigant of little means. 


The platform of the successful parly 


in Ihe last election contained the fol- 
lowing: 


Injunctions Without Notice. 


"We believe that the rules of proce- 


dure In the federal courts with respect 
to tho issuance of the writ of injunc- 
tion should be more accurately defined 
by statute and that no Injunction or 
temporary restraining order should be 
Issued without notice, except where 
irreparable injury would result from 
delay, in which case a speedy hearing 
thereafter should be granted."

capital. They will furnish a satisfactory 
substitute, bused oji sound principle 
and actual successful trial In nearly 
all the countries of the world, for the 
system of government guaranty of 
deposits now being adopted In several 
western states which, with deference 
to thoso who advocate It, seems to me 
to havo In It the seeds of demoraliza- 
tion to conservative banking and cer- 
tain financial disaster.

lloual legislation and greater executive 
activity lo suppress the recruiting of 
the ranks of prostitutes from the 
streams of Immigration into this coun- 
try—an evil which, for want of a bet- 
ter mime, has been called "Uie while 
slave trade." 


Bureau of Health. 


There seems lo be no reason why all 


Ihe bureaus and offices In the general 
government which 'havo to do wllli 
thu public health or subjects akin 
thereto should not lie united In a bu- 
reau to lit! called Ihe "bureau of pub- 
lic health." 


Political Contributions. 


I-urgently recommend to congress 


that a law be passed requiring- lhat 
candidates in elections of (numbers of 
the house of representatives and com- 
mlllecs In charge of their camliducy 
and campaign file In a proper office of 
the Unilt-d States government a state- 
ment of the contributions received and 
of the expenditures incurred hi the 
campaign for such elections and lhat 
similar legislation be onnctiil In re- 
spect to all other elections which tiro 
constitutionally within the control of 
congress. 


Conclusion. 


Speaking generally, the country Is 


iu a high stale of prosperity. There is 
every rctisou to believe ILat we are on 
the uvo of a substantial business ex- 
pansion, and we have just garnered u 
harvest unexampled In the market val- 
ue of our agricultural producls. Tho 
high prices which such products bring 
nieati great prosperity fur the farming 
comuuiulty; but, on the oilier hand, 
they mt'Mi a very considerably increas- 
ed burden upon thost; classes In the 
community whose yearly compensation 
does not expand with the Improvement 
In business and llie general prosperity. 
Various reasons are given for tlie high 
prices. The proportionate, increase in 
the output of gold, which today is Ihe 
chief 'medium of exchange and is in 
Borne respects n measure of value, fur- 
nishes a substantial explanation of at 
least part of the Increase in prices. 
The increase in population and the 
more expensive mode of living of tho 
people, which have not bocu accom- 
panied by a proportionate Increase in 
acreage production, may furnish a fur- 
ther reason. It Is well to note that tho 
Increase In HIP cost of living Is not 
confined to this country, but prevails 
the world.over, and that those who 
would charge increases in prices to tho 
existing protective tariff must' meet 
the fact that the rise in'prices has 
taken place almost wholly In those, 
products of the factory and farm : In 
respect to which (hero has been' either 
no increase In the 'tariff or In many 
Instances n very considerable reduc- 
tion.

OH Glover Murder 


SAW MYSTERIOUS WOMAN 


Gays It Was Not Hattie Lc Blanc Who 


Walked .Prom Alley Leading to 
Laundry Just After Tragedy Oc- 
curred—Mrs. Glover Said to 
Be 


Slowly Breaking Down Under tho 
Long Continued Strain 


Waltham, Mass., Dec. 7.—A Wal- 


thain young woman, who states posi- 
tively that she saw a woman who was 
not Hattie Le Illanc walk out of tho 
alloy from the laundry the night Clar- 
ence F. Glover was murdered, has 
boon found hy the detectives working 
for Hattio Le Diane's relatives. 


Tho woman, who knew the Glover 


family well, and also Hattie Le Blanc, 
is sure of her facts. 
She told the 


detectives that on the night Glover 
was allot she was walking along Cres- 
cent street a few minutes after !l 
o'clock. 


When at the head of Oifford alley, 


which leads from Crescent street to 
the laundry, she heard two shots. A 
few feet past the head of the alley 
.she stopped to gratify her curiosity. 
As she was standing,, listening, sjie 
says she saw a woman come furtively 
up the a.iey, and hurry 'along Cres- 
cent street towards Main street. 


This woman, she says she is posi- 


tive, was not Hnttli; Le Blanc. 
While 


she 
still 
stood 
wondering at 
the 


strange actions' of the disappearing 
woman, she saw Glover stagger un- 
certainly up tjie alley, reach the stone 
wall and (hen, hand over hand, work 
his way along to the corner of Dr. 
Cousena' house. 


At the time the witness thought 


that the strange actions of both man 
and woman were caused by Intoxica- 
tion. 


This young woman nlso saw Carl 


Norton, the youns man who reported 
to the police that he saw a woman 
leaving tho laundry hy way of the al- 
ley. 
She confirmed Norton's story, 


hy telling the detectives that she saw 
another man with Norton. The other 
man, Norton told the police, was a 
stranger to him 
who 
had 
simply 


stopped to ask him for a light. 


The detectives who are working for 


the interests of Hattie Le Blanc hope 
that by this woman's evidence they 
can prove the existence of a 
third 


party in the laundry at the time that 
Glover was shot. 


The name of this young woman is 


known to the detectives. 
She Is at 


present employed in tho escape de- 
partment of the Wallham Watch com- 
pany. 
She had told several of her 


girl shopmates the story of her ex- 
perience on the night that Glover was 
shot, anil it was from one of (lie lat- 
ter that the detectives learned the 
identity of the woman and the im- 
portance of her story. 


A close friend of the family states 


that Mrs. Lillian Clover, wife of the 
murdered man. whose fortitude since 
the tragedy lias been the subject of 
comment, seems to be slowly break- 
ing down under the strain. 


Her condition is said to be so seri- 


ous that it is now a question whether 
or not site will he able to appear as a 
witness at the hearing of HaUle.
